Austin, Nov. 9.— H. Clay Pierce, the 
oil m agnate, charged with perjury in 
connection with the ouster su it against 
the W aters Pierce Oil com pany arrived 
a t Austin at 6 o’clock Monday morning 
in his private car Z am ora over the 
Katy. 
Accompanying him are H. S. 
Priest, Colonel 
Fordyce, E.

kins, Sam Canty and G eorge Clark. 
The car was left standing im m ediate­ 
ly in front of the station with all the 
curtains draw n. 
No one stirred until 
7:15, when on of the secretaries left 
the car. The porter answ ered all ques­ 
tions concerning Pierce with “ not up 
yet.’ 
Ar 8:30 Pierce left the car with 
P riest on one side and Fordyce on the 
other, and walked to the Drisklll hotel, 
where rooms 20 and 22 were assigned 
the party. 
They breakfasted at nine. 
Sheriff .Matthews said at 9:15 that he 
would await the multl-millonalre at 
his office, if he did not rem ain too 
long at breakfast. 
His su rre n d e r was 
scheduled a t I" o’clock. 
Pierce ap ­ 
peared to enjoy his breakfast and en­ 
tertain ed , hie, com panions w ith recol­ 
lection* of Ben Thompson.

water w as offered, it would fall in a 
fit, and just before expiring it bit its 
legs in a fearful manner. 
The animal was purchased from a 
Air. W ilson, residing near Tabor, a 
village seventeen m iles north of this 
place, last spring. 
A dog on the W il­ 
son place developed rabies and 
bit 
one of Air. W ilson’s sm all children. 
T he child* was taken to Austin for 
treatm ent, and the dog w'as also sent 
along on the sam e train in order that 
the Pasteur people 
might 
exam ine 
him and ascertain definitely whether 
or not he had hydrophobia. 
The dog 
died en route, but the carcass was 
carried to Austin and exam ined, and 
the Pasteur authorities declared the 
animal to have been afflicted 
with 
the disease.

LATTER TAKES OWN LIFE. 


W ounded M an H it In S tom ach , but 
L ikely to R ecover— Oni> Motive For 
Crim e S eem s to Be P arty C laim ed 
Light W as P ut Out W h ile R eading.

9.—Not far from 
the corner 
of 
One 
H undred 
and 
Forty-sixth street and Broadway Ed 
win N. Morgan, postm aster of New 
York City. was shot in the stom ach by 
Erich Mai hay, a 
rcnogr inker, em ploy­ 
ed by a I* gal firm with offices at lt»5 
Broadway, named H e. , Hill & Betts. 
T he shooting of the postm aster oc­ 
curred early this lr ruing. 
Mr. Morgan had left hi.-> home for 
the postoffice and had just 
reached 
the corner of Broadway when the man 
stepped in front of him. There were 
several persons within a few feet of 
the two men, but none of them heard 
a word spoken, and the first intim a­ 
tion they had of trouble was when a 
short rang out and Mr. Morgan fell to 
the ground with a bullet in his stom ­ 
ach. 
He lost consciousness Immed­ 
iately. 
For an instant after the shot had 
been fired the assailant stood looking 
down upon his victim. 
Then he raised 
the still sm oking revolver and p ress­ 
ing It against his forehead pulled the 
trigger. 
T he bullet did not cause a 
fatal wound and once m ore and then 
a third tim e the man sent a bullet 
crashing against his skujl. 
The third 
bullet penetrated the brain and the 
m an fell dead. 
As he lay th ere with 
the revolver still clenched In his hand, 
several persons who 
witnessed 
the 
double shooting rushed to the a ssist­ 
ance of Morgan, whom some of them 
recognized. 
A physician was catted 
from a house nearby and was with the 
wounded man within a few m om ents 
after the first shot was fired. 
W hen the physicians m ade a close 
exam ination 
they 
found 
M organ’s 
wound not so serious as a t first sup­ 
posed. 
It is believed the walls of the 
stom ach were not i f i l t r a t e d by the 
ball and the postm aster has a chance 
for recovery. 
Morgan has been connected with the 
postal service at New York for more 
than a qu arter of a century. 
He be- 
gun as a letter carrier thirty-one years 
ago and worked his way to the top. 
L ast year he was promoted from a s­ 
sistant p ostm aster to postm aster, suc­ 
ceeding William Willcox. 
Mr. Morgan 
Is the Republican leader in the W ash­ 
ington H eights assem bly district. 
Mackay had been in the employ of 
Hunt, Hill & Betts about four years.
